SACRAMENTO, Jan. 17 — Opinions of individual sportsmen on 
the question of proposed increases in hunting and fishing license costs

Coot hunting on state owned 
waterfowl management areas has 
been restricted to Saturdays only 
for the duration of the season. 
This brings the last coot shooting 
day on these particular areas, 
Mendota and Los;Banos in this 
district, as Saturday, February 
23. The federal owned areas such 
as Merced and San Luis Waste- 
ways are not open for the taking 
of mudhens, 

But, as we mentioned previous- 
ly, the best bet for some of this 
off season shooting is to contact 
the nearest game warden or 
rancher suffering from crop depre- 
dation. 

On the Los Banos Waterfowl 
Management area, four. special 
warm water fishing lakes are 
available for public fishing with- 
out charge. These were closed 
during the waterfowl shooting 
Season but are again available and 
at least one of the lakes supports 
a good population of striped bass. 
In addition to this there are at 
least two species of catfish, crap- 
Die, bluegill and black bass to be 
caught. 

One of the most talked about 
fish and game subjects today is 
when will there be an increase in 
the fishing: and hunting license 
and why. There is no answer to 
this now and there ‘will not be 
until legislation is introduced 
and the bill passed by the legisla- 
ture and signed by the governor. 

Presuming that this might hap- 
pen, and there’s lots of reasons to 
believe that it will not, the in- 
crease in the fishing license would 
not be until January 1958 and the 
hunting license possibly July 1, 
1957,

Decay Control In Oranges 


a: 


By Two Tulare County Farm Advisors 


VISALIA, Jan. 17 — Decay control in oranges during shipment 
was the object of a month-long study by Tulare County Farm ‘Ad- 
visors Karl Opitz and Jim LaRue, who have returned from New York 
and Kansas City where they checked carton packed oranges that had 
been in inoculated and treated with various fungicides under direction 
of the department of plant pathology at the Riverside Citrus Experi- 


ment station. 


The fungicides were developed 
by the University of California in 
an effort to improve methods of 
decay prevention in fruit during 
transit. Compounds were applied 
to 67 cartons in each of five test 
cars shipped weekly from: Califor- 
nia. : 

The farm advisors checked each 
fruit in these cartons for the 
amount of decay, amount of soiled 
fruit, number of black buttons, 
and other conditions. 


Results of these inspections 
then were compiled by research 
men at the station. “These re-

And among those “or elses", is the closing of two Tulare county 
fish hatcheries — the Moorehouse hatchery, on the Tule river, and the 
Sequoia hatchery, near Visalia. ; 

In telling of all the dire things that are in prospect if more fish 
and game money is not made available, the bureaucrats list only those 
items that directly effect sportsmen; they do not say, for instance, “If 
we don't get more money, we will have to take a few biologists off the 
payroll, or we will have to close a few offices, or we will have to cut 
down on our office personnel, or we will have to cut out our publicity 
program." 


No, they don't say that, because they know that sportsmen would || 


probably say, "Fine, go ahead." 

No, they don't threaten with those types of cuts. They list such 
things as the closing of fish hatcheries, the closing of game farms, the 
cutting of field personnel — those things that they know will stir up 
the: sportsmen. Stir them up to go along with an increased license 
fee, and possibly more money from the state legislature, they hope. 

We realize and appreciate that the department of fish and game 
has problems and pressures. And we know that problems must be 
solved. But we resent the scare type of tactics that bureaus so often

game people say, "We have certain money to spend, how do you 


sportsmen want us to spend it? What's your priority of services; 


what's your priority for future expansion?” 
But when the state fish and game boys start using the knife and 


the lever, as they now are, it's time for sportsmen to get their back up. ||

sible dangers, in consuming: the 
meat of sick deer. Can we expect 
hunters, and others, who witness- 
ed this tragedy, to be in favor of 
a higher hunting license fee? 


Our late deer season of 1956, 
opened September 22. On Septem- 
ber 29, I found poison signs, post- 
ed in the Mountain Home State 
Forest area, of Tulare county, 
September 30, I went back to the 
area where the signs were, and I 
counted 160 of the oat grains in 
one place. I counted a total of 
255 grains in three other places; 
and this grain was real near to a 
public camp ground. When we 
find that our game has been ex- 
posed to the deadly 1080 poison, 
during open season, after we have 
paid out our money to hunt them, 
can we then be expected to give 
support to the idea of a higher li- 
cense fee? 


On October 2, I sent telegrams 
to Governor Goodwin J. Knight, 
and to Seth Gordon, the Director 
of our Department of Fish and 
Game; protesting this shameful 
situation. Now that we are be- 
ing asked to pay a higher hunting 
and fishing license fee; I feel more 
than ever before that we should 
have immediate legislation, to 
eliminate, ‘“‘ALL”’ possibilities, of 
any recurrence, of these shameful 
situations, caused by the use of 
sodium flouroacetate .(compound 
1080), or any other such deadly 
poisons, 


There are those of us who are 
very happy about the effort that 
has been made to prepare water- 
ing places; and to improve habi- 
tat, for our game, Then after 


we have paid out our money, for 
the hunting license. we find that 
our game has been exposed to the 
deadly 1080; making it necessary 
to post signs, warning us of the 
dangers in consuming the meat of 
our game. 

Do you not agree with me; that 
before we are asked to pay a high- 
er hunting and fishing fee; we 
should have legislation, outlawing 
the use of ‘all’ poisons that 
create chain reaction, and second- 
ary poisoning? Do you not agree 
with me that we should have ini- 
mediate action to get legislation, 
outlawing the use of the cyanide. 
gun, or any other kind of poison 
in predator control?

To ‘‘tell the people about it’’ the 
Council is proposing to “step up 
its budget to the same amount 
spent by the synthetics, 20 million 
dollars. This, according to Brian 
Boyett, is not out of line with that 
spent by industries with compar- 
able earnings. 

For example, Mr. Boyett cited 
figures of General Motors, who 
last year invested some 24 million 
dollars in promotional work, even 
though its gross income was ap- 
proximately 10 million dollars less 
than cotton’s. 

However, not all of cotton’s dif- 
ficulties are due to either a lack 
of promotion or research. Much 
of it is due to price. 

Pricewise the synthetics are en- 
joying a spread of some four to 14 
cents. a pound over the natural 
fibre. In the case of rubber tires, 
this amounts to about 92 cents a 
tire, hence the manufacturers’ 
present use of Rayon in the cord. 
Paper also has cut deeply into cot- 
ton customers. Literally millions 
of bags that were once made of the 
white fluff are now being manu- 
factured from wood pulp. The 
price differential is about one-half. 

Gillespie said that he wasn’t 
advocating that growers lower the 
price to meet this competitive 
threat, but, he added, we can, 
through more efficient farming 
practices, produce more of the 
fibre on the same amount of acres 
which would enable us to meet 
this competition without sacrific- 
ing our present incomes. 

Our loss in. the world markets 
took them out of the class of low 
bidders.

can be traced directly to our high 
cost of production, said the cotton 
executive. ‘‘While we have ex- 
perienced: an increase in exports 
this year for the first time in 10 
years, it is due to government 
aid’, Gillespié remarked, “and 
whether we can continue to count 
on it in the future is just a guess.” 

Fon the future, Gillespie thinks 
the long range outlook is good, 
providing ‘we can get in step with 
the times’. The short range pros~ 1 
pects he thinks are less encourag- 
ing. 

“We are still plagued with sur- | 
plusses”, he warns, <‘and there 
isn’t} much we can do about them, 
except through legislation. How- 
ever, let’s not depend upon gov- 
ernment aspirins as a permanent 
cure for our economic headaches”, 
he admonished. 

To provide the funds necessary 
to conduct an increased promo- 
tional and research program, 
growers will be asked to up their 
present assessments by 50 per- 
cent. Today the cost to produc- 
ers is 10 cents per bale. Under 
such a program the Council is.con- 
vinced that the industry can re- 
capture some of the 18 million ad- 
ditional acres that have beer 4 
planted to cotton throughout the 
world in the last 15 years, but 
which the American farmers’ 
share has been less than six per- 
cent.
